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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: 33, 55, 56. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: 46. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d), or amendment to the specification to add 
the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing 
date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 14 is unclear because it depends.fi"om itself Claim 14 should be amended 
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to depend from claim 13 to overcome this rejection. Claims 15-20 are rejected for depending 
from a rejected base claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1, 7-10, 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
Japanese reference (JP 09-2901 13 A). 

7. JP ' 1 13 teaches an oil mist separator comprising a vessel with cylindrical side walls, a 
bottom end, and a tangential gas inlet (E) adjacent a top end, an oil collecting room (M) that 
includes a base plate positioned below the g^ inlet, a. cylindrical shell arranged on the base plate 
and adjacent the wall for forming an annular cavity extending upwardly from the base plate and 
having an open end for receiving liquid, drain openings in the base plate for draining hquid from 
the cavity, a gas outlet pipe adjacent the base plate and within the annular shell, a conduit (N) 
extending from the gas outlet along an axis of the vessel for directing dry gas out of the top end 
of the vessel, and a perforated plate above the gas outlet for directing the gas stream over the 
cavity, wherein the collecting room is separate from the vessel with the conduit (N) suspended 
from the top of the vessel with the base plate suspended from a bottom end of the conduit (see 
abstract, figures 1-2). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 2-6 and 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claims 14-20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intei'vening claims. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The additional references listed on the attached PTO-892 form disclose gas 
separators.
